Lord Hood complied with his Highnefs’s requeft, and he was 
for ahree days agreeably entertained by the Spaniards, who alfo 
prefented every officer in the fleet with freth provifions, parti- 
cularly veal, for the whole time they were lying to for his Ro- 

Highnels. 

When the Englith fleet called at the Havaonah, there were 
ohty fix Spanifh thips of the line then in that harbour, which 
‘were coming home as convoy to a rich Flota affembling there. 

It is computed that the above Spanifh fleet will bring home 
in fpecie, befides gold and filver in bars, to the amount of 16 
millions of dollars, which will circulate in coin and ingots in 
the following propor'ion, viz.
